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Trade deficit in June 
hits record $ 2 .8 billion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Propelled by 
a huge increase in oil imports, the United 
States registered a record $2.8-billion 
trade deficit in June, the Commerce 
Department said today. 
The June trade figures pushed the total 
amount of red ink for the first half of 1977 
to an unprecedented $12.6 billion, the 
department said. 


The administration has said the deficit 
could climb to $25 billion by the end of 
the year. The previous high for any 
single year in history was $6.4 billion in 
1972 


American purchases of foreign 
products rose 11 per cent last month to 
$12 9 billion, the highest import total 
ever, the department said. Exports de­ 
clined by 3 per cent to $10.1 billion. 


The resulting $2 8 billion deficit topped 
the previous monthly high of $2.6 billion 
established in April. 


The size of the June deficit almost cer­ 
tainly will heighten concern within the 
administration over the mounting trade 
deficit. 


T re a su ry S e c r e ta r y M ich ael 
Blumenthal said recently the United 
States is actively seeking to increase its 
exports in order to reduce the deficit. 


“ There is no belittling the fact that a 
$25 billion trade deficit is too large — and 
is something that has to be carefully 
watched and reduced,” Blumenthal said. 
The U.S. government must remain 
“ very alert and as aggressive as pos­ 
sible” is looking for opportunities to ex­ 
pand exports, he said. 
June was the 13th straight month that 
the U.S. balance of trade has been in 
deficit. The last monthly surplus came in 
May, 1976 — a miniscule $381.6 million. 


The $12.58-billion deficit during the 
first half of this year compares with a 
$790 6-million deficit during the same six 
month period in 1976. 


The major factor in the June deficit 
was imported oil, the department said. 


Oil purchases last month totaled $3 8 
billion, up $794 6 million over the Ma> 
level. 


Administration officials have con 
sistently maintained that although the 
deficit figures are large, they do not 
necessary indicate the strength of the 
U.S. trading picture 


The officials say that when oil imports 
are factored out, the American trade 
balance actually shows a surplus 


American oil companies purchased 286 
million barrels of oil last month, com­ 
pared with 228.5 million in May. Only in 
March and April, when the country was 
replenishing its oil stocks depleted by 
cold winter weather, has the total 
number of barrels been higher. 


A department statement said other im­ 
port sectors that showed substantial in­ 
creases last month were machinery and 
transport equipment, and animal and 
vegetable oils and fats. 


On the export side, sizeable decreases 
between May and June were reported in 
soybeans, which fell $275 million, logs, 
pulp and waste paper, aircraft and 
spacecraft and parts.

More than 200 homes, many of them in the luxury class, were destroyed by fire and 
scores more heavily damaged in the brushfire which swept down from the foothills 
into Montecito and Santa Barbara last night and early today. 
Some 3,000 residents of the area were evacuated and still were not being allowed to 
return to their homes this morning for fear that fires would spring up again in many 
areas where firemen and fire apparatus are still toiling. 
Santa Barbara City Fire Chief Rich Peterson said the blaze probably was 
deliberately touched off. 
“ We believe it to be intentionally set by an incendiary device,” he said, “ but that's 
still under investigation by law enforcement agencies.” 
Asked what could have been used to start it, Peterson said, “ A match could have 
set it off.” 
County Board of Supervisors in special session at 10 a.m. today, declared a state of 
emergency due to the Sycamore fire. Sen. Omer Rains met with Gov. Brown for an 
hour this morning and came forth to announce that Brown had declared Santa Bar­ 
bara and the southeast county a disaster area and had dispatched units of the 
National Guard to help maintain order and to prevent 
looting.

Water need 
proposals 
revealed

The City of Lompoc will need sup­ 
plemental water in future years and 
urban growth should be channeled north 
into the vortex of a triangle the city 
forms with Vandenberg Village and Mis­ 
sion Hills. 


Those were the twin messages dropped 
into the lap of the city Water Commis­ 
sion last night during an unprecedented 
joint session with the City Council and 
Planning Commission. 


There was no vote taken, no direct ac­ 
tion, but Community Development 
Director Jack Lam said later that it was 
clear that the council wanted to hold to 
the present boundary lines in the west, 
south and east and that supplemental 
water will be needed. 


The Water Commission will meet 
tomorrow, 7:30 p.m. to begin delibera­ 
tions aimed at a recommendation that 
will aid the council to file a commitment 
for so much state project water in time 
for a County Water Agency-imposed 
deadline of Sept. 20 First delivery of 
state project water will come in about 
1985, if voters approve the move at an 
election tentatively set for November 
1978 


All five city council members, all five 
planning commissioners, and three of 
the city’s five water commissioners 
were present. Also on hand for the 
crucial meeting were all five members 
of the Architectural Review Committee; 
one member of the Beautification Com­ 
mission and about a dozen city staff 
members. Prominent members of the 
community were also on hand. 


The meeting was held to tap sentiment 
on the question of supplemental water, 
particularly from the council. Expres­ 
sions by council members ranged from 
Joe Valencia’s “ We have to grow a little 
if we want to stay alive,” to EC. 
Stevens’ reminder that Local Agency 
Formation 
Commission on which he 
serves for the north county, is opposed to 
the use of any prime land for urban 
development His comment served to 
reinforce, if that was necessary, the 
growing conviction that Lompoc must 
revise its present land use plan and hold 
to the present western boundary. The 
plan which is several years old calls for 
the expansion of the city’s western 
border to Bailey Avenue 


In a prepared statement that he used 
as an outline for the major presentation 
of the evening, Lam said, “ Through for­ 
mal and informal policies of the City 
Council, the city has generally stated it 
will not grow further to the west nor will 
it grow further to the south, nor will it 
grow further to the east.” 


Lam told the audience that the city had 
added 510 housing units in the past year, 
that there were 700 more units in some 
stage of processing and that there was a 
potential reservoir of 1,600 additional un­ 
its possible if every square foot of city 
space were utilized That was the growth 
factor that will bear on whether the city 
will need supplemental water. 


Rains said Brown’s personal represen­ 
tative Charles Manfred was en route to 
Santa Barbara to set up an emergency 
financial aid station. Rains also said 
Brown and others had appealed to Presi­ 
dent Carter for assistance. 
Meanwhile, city fire authorities 
reported that a U.S. Forest Service hot 
shot crewman not immediately iden­ 
tified was seriously injured when he was 
struck by a chemical airdrop. 
County auditor-controller William 
Parsons told county supervisors today 
that owners of destroyed and burned 
homes “ will get tax relief this year.” 
County personnel were out this morning 
taking photos of the damaged and ruined 
homes and assessing property losses. 
Winds which hampered firefighting ef­ 
forts Tuesday night died down during the 
early morning hours and county fire 
Capt. Andy Rosenberger expressed 
“ cautious optimism” that the flames 
would be contained today if the winds do 
not return. 
Temperatures which rose dramatical­ 
ly into the 90s up and beyond midnight 
last night during the heat of the fire, are 
expected to be in the high 90s again later 
today. 
Santa Ana winds of up to 65 miles-per- 
hour last night pushed the fire — with 
flames 100 feet or higher in spots — well 
inside the northern part of the city’s 
residential area by 2 a.m. 
The fire consumed houses within a 
mile of the courthouse on the lower east 
side of the city. 
At dawn today a half-dozen tankers 
and helicopters went into action dousing 
the hot spot areas in hopes that hand 
crews could set up control lines by noon 
or thereabouts. 
Santa Barbara City Council declared a 
state of emergency in an early morning 
session, calling for state and federal aid 
for those burned out. County Ad­ 
ministrative Officer Ray Johnson took 
similar action on behalf of the county. 
It was the biggest fire since the 1964 
Coyote Fire which cost some $14 million 
in damage and firefighting cost. And by 
some freak, this fire started in virtually 


the same area — near the top of Coyote 
Road near E ast Mountain Drive 
northeast of Santa Barbara in the 
Montecito foothills. 
Within two hours the fire was com­ 
pletely out of control and the call went 
out to firefighting agencies in the region 
and throughout Southern California for 
help. They were quick in arriving from 
northern Santa Barbara County, San Luis 
Obispo County, Ventura County and Los 
Angeles and San Diego. The ground 
fighting personnel was swelling to the 
over 1,000 mark late this morning. No 
deaths were reported but scores of 
firemen were treated for minor injuries. 
Evacuation centers were being set up in 
several parts of the city. 
Law enforcement authorities cordoned 
off much of the area, including both 
burned and unburned homes, to try to 
prevent looting. Bands of people roamed 
the area last night, some seemingly in­ 
toxicated, as looting cases were 
reported. At least one looting suspect 
was seized. 
Law enforcement personnel were en 
route from northern Santa Barbara 
County and from San Luis Obispo and 
Ventura Counties. 
Lompoc Police Chief J.D. Smith sent 
eight officers and six cars and had a se­ 
cond contingent of officers ready to go to 
the fire scene at 10 p.m. today if they are 
needed. 
Power outages added to the confusion 
of the fire as high transmission lines in 
the area were affected. The area in­ 
cludes numerous estates and including 
many people with horses and other 
animals, posing a problem in evacuating 
them as well. 
Fire Command post was set at nearby 
Westmont College, only a few miles east 
of the blaze, which for a time was 
thought to be in danger. 


Many refugees checked into the Bilt- 
more Hotel and other luxury hotels along 
Santa Barbara’s famed beaches. Some 
fled to their yachts anchored in Yacht 
Harbor a mile from the fire. 
NCPA gets go ahead 
on geothermal lease

The Northern California Power 
Agency has reached tentative agreement 
with Shell Oil Co., to lease geothermal 
energy and start its own power produc­ 
tion as early as 1980, it was announced 
today. 
The announcem ent, by NCPA 
Chairman Richard R. Hughes and 
Robert H. Nanz, vice-president, Western 
Exploration and Production for Shell, 
signals the go-ahead for the 11-city 
cooperative to build and operate an 11- 
megawatt plant. 
Electricity from the project will supp­ 
ly part of the power needs of Lompoc, 
Roseville, Santa Clara, Alameda, Lodi, 
Ukiah, Healdsburg and the Plumas- 
Sierra Rural Electric Cooperative, ac­ 
cording to a Shell spokesman. 
The plant — scheduled for completion 
in late 1980 — will be built on one of 
Shell's geothermal leases on the 
Geyser’s steam field, 80 miles north of 
San Francisco near Sonoma. 
The pricetag on the project is es­ 
timated at $30 to $35 million, according 
to a Shell spokesman, and the plant will 
require approximately 2 million pounds 
of steam per hour. The plant will also 
have the added advantage of using "dry 
steam” which is absent of many com­ 
plications which arise from minerals in 
“ wet steam.” 


The lease was being finalized today by 
Shell and NCPA officials in Palo Alto, 
according to a Shell official, and details 
of the length and price of the pact were 
not available. 
Lompoc’s membership in NCPA enti­ 
tles the city to about 3.3 per cent of the 
power from the plant. This corresponds

with the almost 3.3 per cent of $1.1 
million Lompoc would pay of the $30 to 
$35 million estimated cost. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers said 
Lompoc’s role is still subject to City 
Council approval and that he probably 
will take the project before council at the 
next meeting, Aug. 2. 
Also before Lompoc could plug into the 
NCPA source still pending, is a negotia­ 
tion with Pacific Gas & Electric Co., for 
transmission of privately produced 
power over PG&E lines 
Wahlers said he was pleased with the 
development. 
“ It represents the potential for the city 
to secure supplemental power in the 
future,” the city administrator said, 
“ and hopefully will give us a mix of 
lower-cost power. Also, it is a step 
toward helping alleviate energy 
problems in trying to develop another 
type of energy source besides fossil fuel, 
and this is, oi course, geothermal.

Department’s investigation of the 
Korean bribery scandal is “ 80 per cent” 
complete and a few cases have reached 
the point of decision about whether to 
seek indictments. 
Bell and his top proeecutor, Assistant 
Attorney General Benjamin Civiletti, 
gave an unprecedented briefing for near­ 
ly 100 House members who were jam -1 
med in the Rayburn Building’s “ Gold 
Room.” 
“ Roughly we have exhausted 80 per 
cent of that (evidence) which is 
available and have 20 per cent to go in 
my rough estimation,” Civiletti said in 
his terse briefing. 
The U.S. district court grand jury is 
curently meeting twice a week on the 
general subject and Civiletti said, “ We 
feel that we are ... at the stage in which 
we are reviewing and analysing” 
evidence, and will soon decide whether 
to seek indictments. 
“ We are at that stage in very few 
cases,” he said. “ We expect in the very 
near future — in the early fall — to have 
a few more cases at that exact same 
stage ” 


Firemen 
accept 
pay hike

The County Firefighters 
Union (AFL-CIO) has agreed to 
accept the same 7 per cent 
salary boost given other county 
employe organizations, it was 
announced Tuesday. 
The firemen's union, which 
has been in and out of court 
with the county in various 
squabbles — culminating in a 
brief strike 13 months ago — 
has signed a memorandum of 
understanding with the county 
concerning the pay boost and 
other items on which a new con­ 
tract would be based. 
County Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D Johnson said 
he will ask the Board of Super­ 
visors to ratify the document at 
next Monday’s weekly meeting 
of the board in Santa Barbara. 
Changes in overtime policy 
are also involved in the new 
agreement, which specifies the 
salary boost is effective July 25. 
The county and firemen never 
did reach an agreement on a 
new contract for 1975-76 fiscal 
year The county administra­ 
tion vainly attempted to get the 
state to take over the county’s 
firefighting duties, and after 
some county officials voiced 
the belief the firemen’s union 
had been behind the state’s 
r e f u s a l, 
in c r e a s e d 
th e 
fire m e n ’s work week 
February. 
The firemen's union, led by 
President Michael Bennett, 
filed a multi-million dollar suit 
against the county, after claim­ 
ing the county hadn't negotiated 
in good faith with the union. 
It was the existence of this 
suit that was believed to have 
been an obstacle to an earlier 
agreement this year between 
the two parties 
Johnson said the recom ­ 
mended memorandum of un­ 
derstanding provides “protec­ 
tion for the county from any in­ 
creased damages resulting 
from the seven per cent in­ 
crease should the current law­ 
suit be decided in favor of the 
firefighters union.” 
The 1977-78 county budget 
contains sufficient funds for the 
recommended salary adjust­ 
ments. Johnson declared 
He 
confirmed that the firefighters 
earlier this year had received 
the same 3 per cent salary boost 
given other county employes in 
the past fiscal year, following 
the boost in hours

“ Return to N orm alcy, 
Warren Harding in the White 
House,” is a contradiction from 
beginning to end. 
Performed by the Pacific 
Conservatory of the Perform­ 
ing Arts at Allan Hancock 
College in Santa Maria, the cur­ 
tains were lifted on the play for 
the first time last night. 
As the play ran through the 
early scenes a series of 
paradoxes surfaced. Harding — 
PCPA newcomer Terry Wills — 
is on the convention floor prior 
to his election. Supporters 
chant, “Return to Normalcy,” 
referring to the "normal” 
period w hich p reced ed 
Woodrow Wilson’s turbulent 
reign in Washington. 
But, PCPA Director Michael 
Leibert — “Much Ado About 
Nothing,” 1978 — vividly zeroes 
in on what Harding supporters 
view as “normal” and the ac­ 
tual tide of the times. 
The play vividly illustrates 
the contrast between the con­ 
cerns of the 1920 presidential 
candidate and what is actually 
happening in the nation. 
As d elegates entertain 
themselves and casually dis­ 
cuss national issues, two 
fr ig h te n in g sc e n e s are 
porjected on a hanging plat­ 
form above the stage. In the 
center, two blacks are shown 
lynched from a tree. At the 
same time, on the sides of the 
platform a formidable Ku Klux 
Klan crowd is projected. 
The play itself establishes its 
own title as a contradiction. By 
the end of the production, one 
realizes there was nothing 
“normal” about Warren G. 
Harding’s presidency. 
Billed as “a blend of music 
hall and documentary,” the 
play opened last night in its 
picneer show. Like most PCPA 
productions, the play is un­ 
doubtedly good, but it lacks 
some of the luster PCPA 
faithfuls have grown to expect.

would have to see the produc­ 
tion several times to fully ap­ 
preciate it. 
At times, it is just too busy. If 
this is meant to portray the hec­ 
tic life of a U.S. president, 
however, it is excellent.

The possibility that the Board 
of Supervisors will send along 
nominees to Gov. Brown for ap­ 
pointment to the five-person 
County Formation Review 
Commission suffered a setback 
Tuesday when Supervisor 
Robert E. Kallman said he 
doesn’t approve of such a 
procedure. 
The Santa Barbara board 
member who represents the Se­ 
cond District on the South Coast 
made it clear he “doesn’t in­ 
tend to submit any names” 
himself. 
The commission membership 
is expected to be set up by Gov. 
Brown by late fall and would be 
charged with making a report 
on the county split proposal 
which is slated to go on a coun­ 
ty wide ballot. 
The county supervisors Mon­ 
day considered the idea of 
Board Chairman H arrell 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, to 
come up with choices to sent to 
Gov. Brown 
but decided to 
wait until the Aug. 1 meeting 
before making any decisions 


Fletcher thought it was a 
good idea to send nominations 
to the governor, but Supervisor 
Robert Hedlund, of Lompoc, 
and Supervisor David Yager, of 
Montecito, expressed some 
doubts as to the meaningfulness 
of such selections coming from 
the board. 
Hedlund, who will be absent 
from Monday’s session on vaca­ 
tion, felt such selections 
wouldn’t carry much impact 
unless all five board members 
were in agreement. He thought 
it would be difficult for the 
board to agree unanimously on 
such selections. 
Yager had much the same 
view, but said he would confer 
with Hedlund before making 
any nominations himself. 
Yager’s office Tuesday said 
he was not prepared to reveal 
any choices at this time. 
“No one’s come to volunteer, 
and I’m not looking for anyone 
to do so,” said Kallman 
Kallman declared he didn’t 
want to get into the nominee 
process as it “might look like 
manipulation” on our part. 


Su pe rv i s or William B. 
Wallace, of Goleta, will return 
from vacation to attend Mon­ 
day’s session It is not known 
how he feels about Fletcher’s 
proposal. 


Gov Brown is now slated to 
name two persons from the 
proposed new Los Padres 
County, along with two from 
the existing county, and one 
from outside the county to the 
commission.

NAIROBI, Kenya (U PI) -

S p ok esm en for E ritre a n 
se c e ssio n ists in the north, 
fighting for 16 years against the 
Addis Ababa government, said 
their forces had captured the

spokesm en said the 
secessionists also had isolated 
the province capital of Asmara 
and now controlled the entire 
area except for Asmara and the 
Red Sea ports of Massawa and 
Assab They said this meant the 
25,000-strong 
g o v ern m en t 
military garrison there must 
now be supplied entirely by air. 
In southeast Ethiopia, insur­ 
gents of the Western Somali 
Liberation Front said they cap­ 
tured the villages of Galadi, 
Dhudub, 
Boq and Demerijob 
and took additional Ethiopian 
prisoners in their campaign to 
wrest the Ogaden desert from

As Safir said the Libyan

Assembly leaders say tax increase 
needed for school finance 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) — 
Republican and Democratic As­ 
sembly leaders agree that a 
general tax increase will be 
needed to finance property tax 
relief and school finance 
measures being drafted by con­ 
ference committees. 
At a news conference Tues­ 
day, Assembly Republican 
leader Paul Priolo of Malibu 
summed up what he considers 
the feelings of Democrats 
writing the property tax measu­ 
re: 
“Get Jerry Brown elected 
first, and then if it requires a 


tax increase, don’t worry about 
it,” he said 
At a later news conference, 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy, D-San Francisco, kept 
politics out of the conversation 
but did agree that projected 
state budget surpluses, at least 
within the next three years, will 
not finance the two proposals. 
‘‘So there will have to be a tax 
increase9” a reporter asked. 
‘‘I believe that will be the 
case,” McCarthy said. 
He said he would urge the 
committees to trim their 
measures. A Senate-Assembly 


conference committee on prop­ 
erty tax relief has allocated 
$945 million next year increas­ 
ing to $1.3 billion for homeown­ 
er and renter relief in the fifth 
year of the proposal. McCarthy 
said another $700 million would 
be needed to replace revenue 
lost from proposed repeal of the 
business inventory tax. 
Two school finance measures 
being considered by a confer­ 
ence committee would spend 
more than $3 billion in five 
years. 
The Republicans lambasted 
those Democrats writing the

The poll also revealed 76 p>er 
cent of Californians believe the 
penalty would have been 
greater if the young heiress had 
been an unknown, poor girl. 
Only 8 per cent thought her 
penalty would have been less 
severe if she was an unknown. 
Field noted almost twice as 


many elderly people thought 
Miss Hearst's sentence was 
“too severe” than those who 
are younger. 
The piollster noted that during 
the long saga of Miss Hearst’s 
involvement with the radical 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
the public remained in a 
punitive frame of mind and in 
1975 most felt she had stayed 
with the SLA voluntarily.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
federal grand jury Tuesday in­ 
dicted Ronald Kent Seiler, 42, 
Canoga Park, Calif., and Roy 
Dupont Little, 32, Paramount, 
Calif., on charges of extortion 
and multiple murder, including 
the slaying of a deputy district 
attorney’s brother. 
Criminal counts against the 
pair ranged from contract 
murder to conspiracy and ex­ 
to r tio n , and th e y w er e 
specifically charged with con­ 
spiracy under the so-called 
federal RICO statute dealing 
with Racketeering Influenced 
and Corrupt Organizations. 
They are charged in connec­ 
tion with the deaths of Timothy 
Mallen. 38, Los Angeles, broth­ 
er of Dep. Dist. Atty Patrick J. 
Mallen; James Stewart Rosie, 
40, former partner in an alleged 
bogus insurance claim scheme 
with Seiler, and Kenneth Lee 
Whetstone, 44, Granada Hills, 
Calif., owner of a now defunct 


structural steel company in 
Van Nuys, Calif. 
Mallen’s body was discovered 
in a Long Beach. Calif., alley 
Aug. 2. 1974. It apparently was 
dumped there 24 hours earlier. 
The Los Angeles County cor­ 
oner’s office ruled the death 
was caused by “acute heroin 
and morphine intoxication due 
to injection of an overdose.” It 
was listed as accidental until 
June 18, 1975, when the victim’s 
brother contacted the FBI and 
insisted his brother had not 
been a heroin user. 
The FBI reported that the 
autopsy examination on Mallen 
turned up a single needle mark 
apparently left by the injection 
of “enough heroin to kill five 
men.” 
According to the FBI, the in­ 
dictments followed a lengthy in­ 
vestigation by FBI agents, Los 
Angeles police intelligence of­ 
ficers and San Bernardino, 
Calif., sheriff’s deputies 


Archbishop Fulton Sheen 
undergoes heart surgery 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Arch­ 
bishop Fulton J Sheen, the wit­ 
ty television preacher whose 
“Life Is Worth Living” series 
was beamed into millions of 
American homes in the 1950s, 
underwent open heart surgery 
earlier this month 
Dr. M ichael Bruno, the 
retired Catholic prelate’s per­ 
sonal physician, said Tuesday 
Sheen’s operation was per­ 
formed July 15 at Lenox Hill 
Hospital as a “matter of urgent 
necessity. It was done as a life- 
saving measure.” 
Bruno said Sheen was “doing 
well,” but was “not out of 
danger." 
“He is doing well, consider­ 
ing the circumstances — in par­ 
ticular, his age being 82,” Dr. 
Bruno said. 
Sheen was admitted to the 
hospital on July 5 The hospital 
spokesman said he had not suf­ 
fered a heart attack prior to his 
admission 
Sheen became a national 
figure with his television series, 
“Life Is Worth Living,” which 
began in 1951 and continued for 
six years 
In the series, he stood in front 
of a blackboard and chalked out 


the high points of his talks, spic­ 
ing the show with bits of humor 
He also filmed two other 
series, “The Life of Christ" and 
“Quo Vadis, America” which 
aired in the 1960s For 25 years, 
he also was synonymous with 
the Catholic Hour radio broad­ 
casts. 
He authored 60 books, includ­ 
ing “Communism and Con­ 
science of the West” in 1948, 
“Three to Get Married” in 1951, 
“The Power of Love” in 1964 
and “The Quotable Fulton J. 
Sheen” in 1967 
Bom in 1895 in El Paso, 111., 
Fulton John Sheen was educat­ 
ed at Catholic University of 
America, the University of Lou­ 
vain in Belgium, the Sorbonne 
in Paris and the Collegio 
A ngelico in R om e am ong 
others. 
Ordained a priest in 1919, he 
became auxiliary bishop of 
New York in 1951. In 1966. he 
was named bishop of Roches­ 
ter, N Y., and in 1969 he retired 
after being given the title of 
archbishop 
Since 19*69, and until his entry 
into the hospital. Sheen had 
been 
lecturing across the 
country

pinch or a pat as he heads out the door

Oh darn! 
Of course there was a time when I 
thought I just might be getting through to 
him. 
That was the night down south 
when Aileen Hernandez, who was then 
president of the National Organization of 
Women (NOW), was speaking at San 
Diego State University. 
I was covering it for our newspaper so 
the women who read my page could keep 
up with what was going on. 


As I came through the kitchen on my 
way out of the house. I noticed he wasn’t 
sacked out on the family couch as usual. 
He was sitting bolt upright, ready for ac­ 
tion. 
“ Just a minute.” he called, “ I ’m going 
with you ” 


I could scarecely believe my ears. 
Maybe there was hope, after all. And 
maybe, just maybe, what he’d hear that 
night would cause him to take a turn at 
the housework so I could take a turn on 
the golf course 


But that's not what happened, at all. 
What happened was that just as things 
began to get interesting he fell asleep 
and missed the whole talk. 


Aside from a little nap. he didn’t get 
one thing out of that entire evening. 
Unless you can count the fact that from 
then on, for awhile, as I ’d leave for work 
before him in the morning, “ Goodbye, 
Harold,” he’d call after me 
There really are days when I get sick 
and tired of being all things to all people 
and no one in particular to me. 


Then something quite wonderful hap­ 
pens because I am a woman with a 
special place in the world. And, though I 
shall ever continue to struggle against 
certain human inequities until they cease 
to exist, thoughts of radical change leave 
my head

Growing older 


Seniors suffer under status quo 


By LOU COTTIN 
When we senior-agers were young, 
the United States was truly a land of 
opportunity. The words “ free 
enterprise” really described the 
economic system A poor boy could 
become rich a la Horatio Alger. 
During most of the first half of this 
century, native-born Americans 
dared to leave their jobs and strike 
out on their own. as small busines­ 
smen, artisans and small farmers. 
Alas, a great many of these 
private businesses failed to survive 
the Depression, or were bought up 
by larger firms. By the end of World 
War II, the significant areas of the 
economy were in the hands of the 
big corporations. Large chains took 
over retailing. Big department 
stores put the “ momma and papa” 
food and specialty stores out of 
business 
Mergers brought together the 
basic sectors of production from 
steel to transportation to public 
utilities Agri-business reduced the 
number of family farms The “ free 
enterprise” system, as we knew it, 
was frayed around the edges. The 
concept of competition was eroded 
Prices were set or “ administered” 
by the dominant corporation in the 
critical areas in which life and com­ 
fort were sustained. 
We seniors, of course, are justly 
proud of the productive capacity of 
our country. We enjoy many com­ 
forts that weren’t around in our 
younger days. We know that we con­ 
tributed more than our share to our 
nation's growth 
Many of us, 
therefore, consider ourselves 
“ conservatives,” both ideologically 
and politically We accept the status 
quo 
But the status quo is not working 
very well for older Americans 
Conservative principles aim to ex­ 
pand the power and profit of the 
dominant corporations. Social ser­ 
vices reduce profits by increasing 
corporate taxes. TTie effort of the 
conservative movements is to limit 


social services by reducing the 
money allotted to social projects. 
When, for example, Lockheed 
Aircraft was in financial straits, a 
loan was forthcoming. New York 
City, in similar trouble, was helped 
only on condition that social ser­ 
vices would be cut. Education, 
police protection, medical facilities 
and other “ people” assistance was 
reduced 


Senior activists believe that the 
business of government is people, 
not business, not profits This is the 
opposite of conservatism, as expres­ 
sed by Calvin Coolidge’s line, “ the 
business of America is business.” 
Ours is not essentially a political 
position Partisan politics is not our 
concern. Both major parties carry 
out the mandates of people as ex­ 
pressed through the elected ad­ 
ministration and the Congress What 
moves us is the humanity or lack of 
humanity of elected officials. 


A tilt toward conservative think­ 
ing costs us dearly The majority of 
elder citizens are poor. We live on 
fixed incomes. Social-minded 
government pushes toward more 
help to make life safer, more com­ 
fortable, more dignified for seniors 
Conservative government gives us 
as little as possible. 
It is clear that under conservative 
political dominance the drive for 
profit demands sacrifice by people. 
We older Americans are no longer 
permitted to work. We do not con­ 
tribute by our labor to the making of 
profit by the corporations. Services 
to the aging are therefore con­ 
sidered a threat to the free 
enterprise system When we claim 
credit for our years of work before 
retirement, we are asked, “ What 
have you done for us lately?” Logic 
demands that older Americans stop 
thinking and voting as conser­ 
vatives. 
Of course, if you don’t agree, it’s 
your privilege to disregard this 
column Don’t bother to read it.

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Evaporation loss 
lowering Cachuma 


By DICK PRAUL 
While the County W ater 
Agency staff works feverishly 
these days to head up reports — 
with aid of consultant firms — 
tending to show how Santa Bar­ 
bara County can increase its 
dwindling water resources, a 
silent foe keeps right on taking 
an average of over 1.000 acre 
feet of water off the top of Lake 
Cachuma monthly this sum­ 
mer. 
Broiling July weather — on 
top of a warm June — is now ex­ 
pected to reduce the lake 
storage even more as demand 
is up and temperature, air and 
wind is raising the evaporation 
count even more 
The la te s t e v a p o ratio n 
figures on the lake are for June 
and show a loss of 1,297 6 acre 
feet by evaporation, not a small 
part of the storage figure of 
126.309 as of June 30 


But the July evaporation 
figure could top 1,500 and 
maybe 1,600 acre feet, if the hot 
weather continues. Last year, 
the figure was 1,595.4 acre feet, 
after a record Ju n e, 1976 
evaporation loss of 1,796 acre 
feet. 
W ater Agency Engineer- 
Manager Charles Lawrance, in 
the midst of piled up data and 
semi-completed reports to hand 
to the Water Agency directors 
soon, was asked about evapora­ 
tion 
Lawrance confirmed that 
after an unsuccessful attempt a 
number of years ago to halt 
Lake Cachuma evaporation, 
nothing more is being studied 
currently to combat this situa­ 
tion 
The county had m ade a 
previous effort to control 
evaporation through use of a 
chemical film on portions of the 


lake. But this wasn’t succes­ 
sful, and Lawrance commented 
that it wasn’t felt to be prac­ 
tical at least in this region. 
The Bureau of Reclamation 
figures on the evaporation, 
precipitation and storage and 
water levels of the big lake that 
supplies the South Coast and 
some North County areas with 
water are compiled about a 
month and a half in arrears. 
So we won’t know the July 
figu re s until 
m id-A ugust, 
evidently. 


It you’re curious about what 
evaporation means in inches on 
the lake level, this June the 
1,297.6 acre foot loss amounted 
to 8 3 inches. 


Evaporation loss in the past 
year was lowest in February, 
with only 24 acre feet involved, 
with April next lowest with 36.1 
acre feet

“ I can stand the pain if it is on 
the side of truth and decency,” 
she said. 
She added that she under­ 
stood her daughter’s motives. 
“ She’s doing what she feels is in 
good conscience because her 
fam ily and everyone who 
doesn’t belong to the Unifica­ 
tion Church is satanic. So she is 
forced as a member of the 
church to do this,” said Mrs 
Greene. 
Attorney M arvin Lew is, 
representing the daughter, said 
he was certain that she had not 
been forced to join the Unifica­ 
tion Church. “ It’s a matter of 
belief,” he said. 
“ I ’m not here for the 
‘Moonies,’” he said “ I ’m here 
on a principle.” 
Since her w rist healed, 
Catherine Greene has been sell­ 
ing flowers on behalf of the 
Unification Church. 


Mysterious creature 
plagues Florida family 


TA V ER N IER , Fla. (U PI) — It’s a huge, hairy thing with 
bright, colorless eyes — and it stinks. 
Charles Stoeckman, a Vietnam veteran and former 
policeman says he isn’t easily frightened. But something 
lurking in the mangroves behind his Florida Keys home has 
him “ scared to death.” 
Stoeckman doesn’t claim that thing is the legendary 
“ skunk ape” — Florida’s equivalent of such sought-after 
creatures as the Himalayas’ yeti and the Northwest’s 
“ bigfoot.” 
But Stoeckman, a self-employed cabinetmaker who lives 
only 90 feet off U.S. Route 1 on Key Largo, says the 
creature’s presence is “ a nightmare that has seriously 
changed my family’s life.” 
Stoeckman says he is considering moving his wife Leslie 
and their son Charlie, 13, elsewhere. 
Monroe County Sheriff's Sgt. Rondall Chinn says he hasn’t 
found tangible evidence of any strange creature living in the 
mangroves near the Stoeckman home. But he said Tuesday, 
There is definitely a problem there. These people are truly 
scared to death.” 
Stoeckman said his first sighting of the mysterious figure 
was on July 14 while he and his son were walking in the 
three-acre mangrove thicket. 
“ I think I startled it,” he said “ It was way ahead — a 
dark, hairy patch It sort of stayed there, like a deer does 
when the wind shifts and it catches your scent.” 


Oakland teacher 
successfully 
hid blindness 


OAKLAND (U PI) - Marja 
Virjo, her vision ravaged by 
diabetes, successfully hid her 
blindness for two semesters so 
that she could keep teaching 
mentally retarded students. 
The 10 youngsters in the 
class, aiding their teacher in 
reading and finding her chalk, 
helped to mask her sightless­ 
ness so effectively that a 
visiting evaluator did not dis­ 
cern the extent of her sightles­ 
sness. 
Hiding her blindness also 
required help from friends. A 
male teacher found her sitting 
in the teacher’s lounge, pre­ 
tending to read a book which 
she held upside down To pre­ 
vent a repeat of the accident, he 
notched her books so she could 
feel which end was up. 
David Swanson, principal of 
Skyline High in Oakland, said 
he knew the teacher had vision 
problems, but was unaware 
how severe they were. He said 
she was a good teacher.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Walk­ 
ing three miles a day didn’t 
satisfy their need for mental 
stimulation, a group of retirees 
concluded, and so they formed 
the Institute for Continued 
Learning at the University of 
California. San Diego. 
Starting with 20 “ students" 
and four class offerings, the 
ICL now has 125 participants 
and last session offered 20 clas­ 
ses. 
The San Diego group joins a 
national trend which began with 
formation of the Institute for 
Retired Persons at the New 
School for Social Research in 
New York in 1962. and has ac­ 
celerated in recent years. Now 
there are similar groups in San 
Francisco, Illinois. Michigan, 
North C arolin a, Ohio and 
Texas, as the senior citizens 
who are not content to waste 
away in rest homes seek new 
stimulation. 
The participants here range 
in age from 45 to 89, and include 
former scientists, teachers, 
professors, lawyers, doctors, 
businessmen and even a few 
housewives. 
Last session they selected 
participants to conduct study 
groups on such diverse subjects 
as Alaska, comparative reli­ 
gion. future possible paths of 
man, horticulture, investments, 
how to read the newspaper, and 
where do we go from the 
Bicentennial 
Doris Brosnan, a retired New 
York City history teacher who 
manages the ICL program, said 
she has a m aster's degree, but 
pinching two fingers together to 
illustrate. “ I’m only so big 
compared to the education 
others (in the group) have.” 
It costs them 175 per person 
($120 a couple) a year to belong 
to the ICL and they’re required 
to take one university extension 
course, for which they pay a 
reduced rate 


“ One of our courses was on 
a u to b io g r a p h ie s ,” 
M iss 
B ro sn an e x p la in e d . “ We 
started way before 
Roots.’ 
Each of us wrote biographies 
for our grandchildren.’’

World’s largest one-man 
band spreads happiness 


BONITA. Calif 
(UPI) - 
Werner Hirzel wants to give 
people “ a little happiness,” and 
to this end he has become the 
world’s largest one-man band, 
so acclaimed by the Guinness 
Book of World Records. 
Hirzel is a little man, not 
quite 5 feet tall, who plays 49 in­ 
struments at a time. 
The solo ensemble consists of 
a Swiss accordion, drums, and 
an assortment of pots, pans, 
horns and bells. He plays the 
accordion with his hands. A 
chain attached to his foot con­ 
trols the rest of the instruments 
which are mounted on a 
wheeled framework, and at­ 
tached to his back 
Hirzel has to keep moving in 
order to pull the chain, and this 
is not easy with a 150-pound 
contraption following every­ 
where he goes The accordion 
serves to carry the melody 


while the rest chime in as a 
rhythm section. 


Out of the confusion come the 
marches and polkas that make 
people happy. 


Hirzel recalls one 82-year-old 
woman who laughed so hard at 
Hirzel going full tilt she jumped 
out of her w heelchair and 
started to dance. At the time he 
was playing at a hospital in 
Calgary. Canada. TTie nurses 
told him later that the woman 
was paralyzed and had been un­ 
able to walk. “ They asked me if 
I could do miracles, and I told 
them no ... this would be the 
first time.” Hirzel said 


Fitted with artificial hips, 
Hirzel himself is “ supposed to 
be in a wheelchair, according to 
the medical doctors.’’ He was 
told he should walk for at least 
one hour every day.

Strip mine 
bill nears 
completion 


After six years, three House- 
Senate conferences, and two 
presidential vetoes, Congress 
Thursday put the finishing 
touches on legislation designed 
to end future abuses from coal 
strip mining and to heal ex­ 
isting scars. 
Congressman Bob Lagomar- 
sino, a co-sponsor of the 
measure and a member of the 
committee which helped write 
it, hailed the House vote as “ a 
landmark victory which will 
provide a sound basis for future 
coal production while insuring 
the 
highest 
environmental 
safeguards.” 
Similar bills have been pas­ 
sed three times by the House 
and vetoed twice. 
In 1974 an 
earlier version of the bill fell 
three votes short of the two- 
thirds majority needed for a 
veto override; however, Presi­ 
dent Carter has indicated he 
will sign the measure when it 
reaches his desk. 
In concluding debate on the 
b ill, In te rio r Com m ittee 
Chairman Morris Udall (D- 
Ariz ) 
the primary sponsor, 
singled out Lagomarsino and 
four others for their work in its 
behalf. 
Lagomarsino said he was dis­ 
appointed in one respect, 
because the Senate had knocked 
out a provision he wrote into the 
bill to prevent strip mining of 
non-coal minerals in national 
forests, such as the proposed 
phosphate strip mine in the Los 
Padres National Forest north of 
Ojai 
However, he said he will 
continue the fight against the 
O jai strip m ine on both 
legislative and administrative 
levels. 
A decision on the Los Padres 
proposal is currently pending 
before Interior Secretary Cecil 


SAC begins program to 
reduce Minuteman crews 


The U .S. A ir Force an­ 
nounced 
recently that the 
Strategic Air Command has 
begun implementing a program 
to reduce Minuteman Intercon­ 
tinental 
B a llis tic 
M issile 
(ICBM ) crew requirements by 
approximately one-third 
by 
April 1978 


Nicknamed Rivet Save, the 
p rog ram is exp ected to 
eliminate about 600 missile 
crewmember 
authorizations 
and produce annual savings in 
excess of $14 million 
The sav­ 
ings are possible through 
modification 
of 
Minuteman 
ICBM launch control equipment 
and a change in launch prepara­ 
tion procedures. 


Save was approved by the 
Secretary of Defense in May. 
Implementation began on July 
1. 


Rivet Save involves modifica­ 
tion of the Launch Enable 
Control Group (LE G G ) Panel. 
The LEG G Panel is essential 
for missile launch. Crews will 
have neither the authority nor 
the capability to launch until 
they have received an authen­ 
ticated directive from the 
N a tio n a l 
C om m and 
Authorities. 
Minuteman has 
always required a launch com­ 
mand from at least two dif­ 
ferent launch control centers 
(involving four crewmembers) 
and Rivet Save does not change 
this requirement. 


The equipment modification 
The plan to implement Rivet 


Hart urges fast action on 
naming commission for split 


and change in launch prepara­ 
tion procedures will eliminate 
the requirement for two mis­ 
siles crews to have concurrent 
duty at Missile Launch Control 
Facilities (LC F). 
Currently, 
SAC Minuteman Wings use a 36 
or 40 hour tour of duty, with 
one two-man crew on alert in 
the 
underground 
Lau n ch 
Control Center 
(LCC) while 
another two-man crew rests in 
an above-ground support 
building 
About one-third of a 
crew’s duty tour is spent in a 
non-alert status. 
Under this new system one 
crew will spend an entire 24- 
hour duty tour in the un­ 
derground LCC. 
One crew ­ 
member will be permitted to 
rest in the LCC during portions 
of the alert tour. 
Alert crews 
w ill be relieved by crews 
reporting directly from main 
operating bases. 


Assemblyman Gary K. Hart 
(D-Santa Barbara) today urged 
Governor Brown’s office to ex­ 
pedite the selection of members 
to the County Formation Com­ 
mission which will study the 
proposed split of Santa Barbara 
County. 


Hart reported that he had dis­ 
cussed the situation today with 
Dr 
Charlotta Mellon, the 
G overn or’s 
Appointments 
Secretary and she stated that 
hopefully 
the 
appointments 
could be made in the not too dis­ 
tant future 


Under existing law, the 
Governor has 120 days in which 


to make the appointments. 
However if the appointments 
are made soon, work can begin 
and hopefully an election could 
be held in June, 1978. Failure to 
make the appointments soon 
could delay the election until 
November 1978. 


Hart said, “ Santa Barbara 
Countv is faced with a number 
of longstanding, but important 
policy decisions that need to be 
resolved, including supplemen­ 


tal water and county general 
plan revisions. Until the county 
split controversy is resolved ac­ 
tion on these kinds of critical is­ 
sues will be delayed ”

Coach Moe Claydon and the South will 
try and bring a balanced attack to the 
Seventh Annual County North-South All- 
Star football game.

“We have two very good receivers 
(Doug Foster and Jay Larson) and 
quarterback Bill Kelly has a good arm,” 
Claydon said in a phone interview yester­ 
day.

In a flash of gunpowder and deja vu, 
the ball of lead goes plummeting toward 
the target and hits ... well, not too far 
off. 
But it doesn t really matter, because in 
the Lompoc Black Powder Long Rifle 
Assn only half the fun comes from ac­ 
tually shooting the replicas of the old 
frontier muskets and rifles. 
The other half comes from dressing up 
to match the guns A look around a re­ 
cent shoot showed fringed rawhide shirts 
and boots, a eoonskin cap, powder horns 
and the other trappings of the old moun­ 
tain men Richard Rea, a member of the 
Civil War Assn of America, was decked 
out as a corporal in the 8th Alabama in­ 
fantry. complete with his confederate 
flag 
According to club member Herb Wood, 
the long rifles can become more of a 
craft than a hobby as those hooked begin 
to make their own equipment, assemble 
their outfits and study the history sur­ 
rounding the guns 


Callan is the only woman who shoots 
regularly with the club, although others 
do belong 
Jayne’s husband Mell has 
been shooting black powder since the 
1950s. 
“I used to sit back and watch and 
listen” she said, “and then I figured the 
hell with it and I started shooting too.” 
Callan said the long rifles make less 
noise and have less concussion than 
modem guns and are therefore easier 
and more fun to shoot. 
W B Sager, a new member to the club, 
said he enjoys the black powder because 
it is cheaper overall than the modern 


guns and has a higher degree of competi­ 
tion involved. 
They (long rifles) are more of a 
challenge. Even if you don’t win 
anything, you come out anyway just to 
shoot It don’t hurt my ears and it don’t 
hurt my pride.” said Sager laughing. 


There is a range officer present at all 
times during a shoot and the usual gun 
safety rules are observed 


As with all guns, noted Callan. “ If you 
handle it right, it isn’t dangerous and 
everybody here knows what they’re 
doing ”

Callan said black powder rifles are 
catching on in popularity around the 
country and there are even rendezvous 
held re-creating those held in the 1800s 
by mountain men and trappers 
The members’ friendliness and joking 
good spirit on the range is thicker than 
the dust stirred up by the healthy Lom­ 
poc wind. 
“This isn’t the kind of banter you’ll 
hear on a modem range,” said Callan. 
“They’re very serious and psyche each 
other out. We tease the daylights out of 
each other.” 


Long rifles differ from the modem 
breech loading guns in that they load 
from the front with a dose of gunpowder, 
a patch of material and the lead ball 
Most of the replicas use a cap for ignition 
of the powder, but a few members use 
the even older flint models. 
The club’s motto, “first the powder 
then the ball.” explained secretary 
Jayne Callan, is because without the 
powder in first, the lead ball goes 
nowhere. 
The club was formed in April under the 
auspices of the Lompoc Sportsman As­ 
sociation and has been growing steadily 
in membership, said Callan, to its pre­

Use a glass jar 
and the time required will depend on the heat of the sun.

Pipeline plan 


It looks as though Canada 
and the United States are 
about to link pipes in one of the 
most extensive construction 
projects ever undertaken. 
The National Energy Board 
of Canada has approved an ap­ 
plication by three Canadian 
companies and an American 
company to pipe natural gas 
from Prudhoe Bay in Alaska 
ac ro ss t h r e e Canadian 
provinces to the American 
Midwest and West Coast. 
This should be good news to 
thousands of commercial and 
residential gas customers in 
those Great Lake states. It 
also should be good news to the 
Salt Lake City pipeline 
operator whose proposal to lay 
pipe along the Alcan Highway 
once was considered a long 
shot but now has strong back­ 
ing in both Washington and Ot­ 


tawa. 
Canadian Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau is expected to 
endorse the Alcan route over a 
competing proposal to build 
the pipeline across the Arctic 
National Wildlife Range. And 
it now seems likely President 
Carter will recommend the 
Alcan route to Congress by 
Sept. 1. 
The Alcan route is favored 
by most environmentalists for 
the good reason that it follows 
existing roads or pipelines 
over much of its 2,800-mile 
journey from Prudhoe Bay to 
the U.S. border. 
It makes more sense, cer­ 
tainly, to pipe the gas across 
Canada than to go through the 
expensive, wasteful and risky 
process of liquefying it and 
shipping it down the West 
Coast by tanker.

Perils of population growth 


WASHINGTON - The final Armaged­ 
don will likely come, in the opinion of in­ 
telligence analysts, not from a nuclear 
holocaust but from the simple crush of 
people. 
No less than the National Security 
Council has labeled the runaway popula­ 
tion growth around the 
world as a “threat to 
o u r 
n a tio n a l 
security.” 
The council called 
for population reports 
last year from U.S. 
e m b a s s ie s 
in 
77 
c o u n tr ie s . 
T h e ir 
responses have now 
been summarized in a 
grim 
in te llig e n c e 
document. 
The study w arns 
that the sheer mass of 
people already is beginning to stifle 
human life on this planet. Our ambas­ 
sadors report that underdeveloped na­ 
tions are running out of food to sustain 
their people Living costs are plunging 
these nations into debt until they are un­ 
able to finance their own survival. 
The human encroachment, like a 
plague of locusts, is also devastating the 
land. “A majority of our embassies in 
Africa, Asia and some in Latin America, 
report large pockets of declining 
a g ric u ltu re p ro d u c tiv ity due to 
widespread slash-and-burn farming, 
overgrazing and overcropping,” the 
study asserts. The cause: “population 
pressures.” 
The same warning is echoed in an 
Agriculture Dept, report which declares 
urgently that, unless the population ex­ 
plosion is contained, “there ultimately is 
no solution to the world food problem.” 
The population bomb, warns the in­ 
telligence study, will also produce a 
political explosion In many countries, 
the U.S. embassies predict “rising un­ 
employment and underemployment, 
with countless millions unable to eke 
out a living in rural areas, jamming into 


already overcrowded cities where living 
conditions for many are appalling.” 
This “can only spawn social unrest 
with serious political and even potential 
strategic implications,” the study stres­ 
ses. By the year 2000, for example, Mex­ 
ico City may be the most populous urban 
area in the world. 
One expert fears there may be 60 
million Mexicans fleeing across U.S. 
borders within the next generation to es­ 
cape the overcrowding in Mexico 
Yet there is “ a w idespread un- 
awareness of the economic facts of life,” 
states the report, “ including wishful 
thinking that economic development will 
automatically resolve the population 
problem.” A disturbing 62 per cent of the 
nations have no population policy at all. 
The U.S. population policy, for that 
matter, consists of shipping contracep­ 
tives abroad and supporting family plan­ 
ning programs. These efforts, contends 
the report, “will not help reduce popula­ 
tion growth rates enough to avert a 
major disaster.” 
Nor is migration “ the safety valve it 
once was for relieving population pres­ 
sures,” adds the study. It will take “the 
commitment of millions of dedicated 
people if mankind is to be spared dis­ 
aster.” 
Footnote: Rep. Frederick Richmond, 
D-N.Y., is leading a move in Congress to 
deal with the population problem. 
TEXAS TALE — The people who run 
nursing homes in Texas have made 
friends and influenced the right people 
from Austin to Washington. 
They appear to have a friend, for in­ 
stance, in their governor. Dolph Briscoe, 
a wealthy rancher now in the statehouse, 
has received $13,000 in campaign money 
from the Texas Nursing Home As­ 
sociation’s political action fund. 
This may explain his indifference to 
nursing home abuses, which appear to be 
worse in Texas than in any other state. 
He has put together a licensing board 
which rarely acts against homes caught 
in violations. 


“We don’t lift many licenses,” one 
board member admitted to our as­ 
sociate, Howie Kurtz, whom we sent to 
Texas to investigate the nursing home 
scandal. “We’ve had some people come 
before us that should have had their 
licenses yanked ” 
A spokesman for Briscoe denied that 
the governor is influenced by his con­ 
tributions. “He gets donations from a lot 
of people,” the spokesman told Kurtz. 
The nursing homes have also helped to 
send several Texans to Congress. Reps. 
Omar Burleson, J.J. Pickle and Olin 
Teague, all Democrats, have received 
generous contributions from the in­ 
dustry. But Sen John Tower, a rootin’ 
tootin' Republican, has also been blessed 
with nursing home money. 
The industry invested $10,000 in the 
abortive presidential campaign of Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen. D.-Tex. 
But far more scandalous is the love af­ 
fair between the nursing homes and the 
Texas legislature. Take Rep. Tim Von 
Dohlen, for example. He personally 
killed a bill to require more training for 
nursing home aides. A few months later, 
Von Dohlen opened his own nursing 
home in Aransas Pass. Tex He conceded 
to Kurtz that the bill would have made 
nursing homes more expensive to 
operate. 
This year, Von Dohlen has pushed 
through a law forbidding the state from 
canceling a nursing home’s contract 
without a hearing. He insisted that he 
supports good patient care but wants to 
ensure due process for owners. 
Two other state legislators, Rep. 
Arthur Temple and Sen. Bill Moore, have 
sold their nursing homes to National Liv­ 
ing Centers, one of the largest chains in 
the country. 
“It’s strictly a real estate deal. My in­ 
volvement is so indirect I don’t consider 
it a conflict,” Temple told Kurtz. Moore, 
who still owns another home, said: “ I 
have other business interests. I’m not go­ 
ing to disenfranchise ' myself just 
because I own a nursing home."

Back in the pits 


WASHINGTON - Three years ago to­ 
day, the House of Representatives was 
approaching its moment of glory. 
On July 24. 1974, the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee of the “other body,” charged with 
the considerable duty of passing judg­ 
ment on the conduct of a president who 
had been elected with the largest 
majority in history, opened public hear­ 
ings. It happened to be the same day that 
the Supreme Court returned a judgment 
against Richard Nixon’s right to retain 
his tapes. 
The White House staff churned out pur­ 
ple statements about a “lynching party.” 
But the country wasn’t buying. 
The country found out it was really 
remarkably well represented. It dis­ 
covered people of conscience, character 
and brains Chairman Peter Rodino, a 
night-school law graduate from Newark, 
displayed a p a tie n t and su b tle 
leadership 
Barbara Jordan of Texas 
thundered about the Constitution. Walter 
Flowers of Alabama spoke of the pain of 
the decision. Caldwell Butler, a Virginia 
Republican, cried out that Watergate 
was his party’s shame. 
It was a marvelous drama, it had a 
good ending Impeachment was voted, 
the system worked The vast powers of 
the presidency could not prevail against 
the facts, the law and public officials 
who did not flinch from their duty. The 
House was showered with bouquets. Tip

O’Neill, then majority leader, took a few 
bows. He had intervened at critical 
points along the way — he had refused to 
take Spiro Agnew’s case, which would 
have delayed the process He had pushed 
the Judiciary Committee into action. 
Euphoria reigned in “ the other body.” 
Three years later, the House is back in 
the pits 
The House, or more specifically, its 
Democratic majority, is being asked to 
pass judgment on its own conduct. It is 
faced with the moral equivalent of im­ 
peaching itself. It has not just flinched 
from the task, it has gone about it in a 
manner that, as one of them said, was 
“hauntingiy familiar.” 
The members instinctively set about 
protecting each other. They stonewalled. 
The public didn’t care what Tongsun 
Park had given the members, or why. 
The House Ethics Committee held as 
few meetings as possible. 
When trouble started, with the resigna­ 
tion of special counsel Philip Lacovara, a 
distinguished young alumnus of the 
Watergate special prosecutor’s team, a 
clumsy smear campaign against him 
was launched. He was a publicity hound, 
it was said; his investigation had turned 
up nothing and he was looking for a way 
out. 
Shades of the Nixon White House dur­ 
ing the siege — Ron Ziegler’s citation of 
the special prosecutor’s staff for 
“ingrained suspicion and visceral dislike 
for the President.” The House Judiciary 
Committee was “a lynching party.” 
Archibald Cox was a Democrat. 
In the first excitement of the resigna­ 
tion, Speaker O’Neill simply reiterated 
his protest that he had kept hands off the 
Ethics Committee. 
But an ABC report had it that O’Neill 
had issued orders to Ethics Committee 
Chairman John J Flynt Jr. — who hard­ 
ly needed them — to go slow. O’Neill 
realized that it wasn’t just the House s 
good name that was on the line, but his 
own, and he hastily proposed a special 
counsel with unlimited powers to replace 
Lacovara 


Certain unfortunate resemblances only 
deepened, however, when the embarras­ 
sed House establishment, accused of 


cover-up, turned to Leon Jaworski, who 
had been sought out by Richard Nixon at 
a comparable moment. 
O’Neill was faced with a revolt of 
junior members of his own party. It was 
not the first time they had confronted 
him on a m atter of post-Watergate 
ethics. Last January, they had stormed 
into his office demanding he vote with 
them to take a chairmanship from Rep. 
Robert Sikes, D-Fla., who had been cen­ 
sured by the Ethics Committee for con­ 
flict of interest. 
Sikes, the Speaker said, had suffered 
enough. Besides. Sikes had been purified 
and vindicated by re-election. The House 
voted against him by 2 to 1. When the 
Young Turks went to O’Neill last Mon­ 
day to demand the ouster of Flynt, they 
found out, once again, that he would not 
turn his back on an old friend. 
Loyalty to the lodge is something that 
the new members have yet to learn. 
“There is this chasm,” said Rep. 
Romano L. Mazzoli, D-Ky. "It depends 
on what time you came in. I was elected 
in 1970 as an anti-war candidate, I know 
that people’s perception is important. On 
this Korean thing, we’re behind the used- 
car salesmen in credibility.” 
Mazzoli was the man who, while the 
rest of the House was dithering over how 
to approach bad boy Wayne Hays, called 
few Hays’ resignation. He spent several 
days this week circulating a petition for 
the creation of a special commission 
composed of four Democrats, four 
Republicans and four outsiders, with the 
Ethics Committee staff in the picture 
and maybe even Lacovara himself. No 
one with more than two terms would sign 
it. 
Rep Peter Kostmayer, D-Pa., another 
of the rookies who called O’Neill to ac­ 
count, said that everyone wants to give 
the Speaker a chance. They wished he 
could find it in himself to push Flynt 
aside, but they understand “the old-boy 
network” which they are trying so hard 
to undermine. 


The hope that the Korean scandal 
would go away has gone with the wind 
Watergate — and the House’s purposeful 
progress against all its chief figures — is

Theft 


STOCKHOLM — For years we have 
been told about the middle way in Scan­ 
dinavia, and the affection the Swedes 
have for high taxation. Every now and 
again one reads about excess, the most 
notorious example of which in recent 
months was the popular w riter 
of 
c h ild re n ’s sto rie s 
w hose ac co u n tan t 
calculated that if the 
author completed his 
contract to write three 
children’s books, he 
would be taxed at a 
rate of 104 per cent. 
Although the author is 
reputed to be ill at 
ease with figures, he 
too in due course 
gleaned that there 
would be no point in 
pursuing his life ’s 
work; so he went on welfare. Welfare, by 
the way, is luxuriously distributed in 
Sweden, it being commonplace for teen­ 
agers to qualify for the U.S. equivalent of 
$1,000 a month. To be sure, they are also 
then taxed on this figure. 


The answer to the riddle that has been 
perplexing us all about the Swedes and 
private property is startlingly simple. 
Here is how it works. If you go, say, to a 
garage mechanic to fix your car, you in­ 
sinuate into your conversation that you 
intend to pay cash and will not need a 
receipt. You are then charged a fraction 
of what you would otherwise be charged. 
The mechanic pockets the cash, and 
there are no records to document his ow­ 
ing 85 per cent of what he took from you 
to the government. The practice is 
widespread. 


The penalty for evading taxes is a civil 
penalty: if they catch you, they will sock 
you with penalties but they will not send 
you to jail. Let alone do to you what they 
will do to you in those parts of the Middle 
East where they practice the sanction 
against stealing (tax evasion is strictly 
speaking a form of stealing) prescribed 
by the Koran. Time magazine’s current 
issue gives a grisly rundown of the 
flourishing implementation in such 
countries as Saudi Arabia, Qatar, Oman, 
and North Yemen, of the code that reads, 
“As for the thief, both male and female, 
cut off their hands. It is the reward of 
their own deeds, and exemplary punish­ 
ment from Allah. Allah is mighty, wise.” 
But not merciful toward the thief. The 
practice has greatly reduced theft, 
though not eliminated it. 


Meanwhile in Spain, the new govern­ 
ment proposes to convert tax evasion 
from a civil to a criminal offense The 
resistance to paying taxes in Spain is 
legendary, and inflation has recently 
brought about a revaluation of the 
peseta. In Great Britain, in an access of 
social philanthropy, the Labor govern­ 
ment is actually considering a reduction 
in the base rate of taxation from 35 per 
cent to 34 per cent. What this will do to 
the socialist economy of Great Britain 
one shudders to contemplate. No doubt it 
will lose the support of Professor John 
Kenneth Galbraih. 


A Danish escort will tell you proudly, 
as he takes you about the splendors of 
Copenhagen, that “Our country has the 
highest rate of taxation in the world — 97 
per cent ” He speaks of this as the most 
singular achievement of Danish society, 
and not being a student of Danish society 
one is obliged to concede that perhaps he 
is correct. While wondering what the 
Danish people do to maintain an ap­ 
parent level of general prosperity in the 
face of such taxation. 


So it goes about the world, and one 
meditates on the cliche, so widely used 
in America: “ Are you in favor of per­ 
sonal rights or property rights?” There 
never was a more misleading disjunc­ 
tion 


In New York during the blackout steal­ 
ing became the thing to do during a wild, 
antinomian 24 hours; and, as ever, the 
apologists step forward to describe all 
those inner rages that cause people to 
take the property of other people Not 
the property of wild rich geniuses like 
Sweden s Ingmar Bergman, but the 
property of little shopkeepers whose life 
savings were taken from them in a kind 
of private expression of otherwise 
routine social practice: take from those 
who have, whatever they have, and 
justify it. 
With one or two intricately worked out 
exceptions, the countries in the civilized 
world that tax the most endure the 
greatest inflation: which is an act of 
general theft on the savings of the peo­ 
ple. They have reason to be angry, but 
they do not know who are the greatest 
predators of them all: the little men and 
women they empower to write the tax 
laws. If the House of Commons of Great 
Britain was suddenly to face the stric­ 
tures of the Koran, they would leave 
Westminster one day quite literally with 
empty hands
